8l«rra Madra Polica Chlaf Bill Batto 
told Tha Naws this waak how mambara of 
tha community could ba of halp In catch¬ 
ing druQ daalara in Blarra Madra. 

“Wa raly on thair Information vary 
oftan In obtaining warranta,*’ ha aald. 
*‘A citizan’a raoorting aomatimaa carriaa 
mora walght than an officar'a raport. Thia 
walghs vary haavlly In our ability to gat a 
warrant lasuad.” 

Batts axplalnad that In tha aaarch and 
aalzura lawa a homa Is mora protactad 
than “an auto or Individual on tha atraat." 
Ha said thay naad a aaarch warrant and In 
soma casas an arraat warrant In ordar to 
go Into tha drug daalara’ haadquartara 
which Is probably a homa. 

“Knowing that drugs ara baing daalt 
out of a location la not anough. Wa must 
produca avidanca that la accaptabla In a 
court ordar. Without a warrant to aaarch, 
whan you walk to tha door and Idantify 
youraalf aa a polica officar, you cannot 
gain antry. That doaa not kaap tham from 
flushing drugs down tha tollat. Tha avi¬ 
danca must ba strong,” ho said. 

He also noted tha time needed to gat 
a search warrant. “You naad a timely 
warrant. If you don’t have a warrant whan 
you observe tha events, your chance to 
arraat tham (drug dealers) might ba gone.” 

He explained that tha polica rely on 
the drug dealers’ making a mistake. 

“What wa raly on la their making a 
mistake. When thay do, wa’ra all over 
tham. Until that occurs, our hands are 
tied. We know what’s going on but wa 
have to wait for tha right clrcumstancaa. 
You cannot move on that situation until 
you have the right avidanca required to get 
a warrant. You have to build a case. Very 
often, a strong element In the case Is what 
citizens observe and report.” 

There Is your signal. Sierra Madreans. 
The police department needs you to be¬ 
come watchdogs in your community. 

When you see something that you 
know Is not right, call 355-1414 and report 
it. You might have Just the lead that will 
put the dealers in prison.

Much discussed in rcccni monins has been 
the “reverse mortgage,” usually meaning an 
arrangement in which homeowners (seniors) 
can make some contractual dealings with lend¬ 
ers so that the house pays you, after all those 
years when you paid for the house. 

In fact, a recent IRS rule, in general, 
can mean that some over-55-year-olds can cs- 
cTude some tax when they sell their house to 
relatives (such as adult children) and the old¬ 
sters continue to live in it. This goes up to 
home values of $125,(XX) and then the tax 
rules change. S«ime experts think this figure 
pretty well sets the limit since the IRS has 
spoken, at least for now. 

Actually, there are already other airange- 
ments, some very complicated. One not so 
complicated is a simple variation on the lease- 
back, wherein the owners sell the house atid 
then lease it back from the buyer, continuitig 
to live in it. The MIA, in another one, be¬ 
gan some years ago offering graduated pay¬ 
ments, dubbed SMART (Suburban More Af¬ 
fordable Repayment Plan). Ciinnie Mae atid 
Freddie Mac offer similar deals: the interest 
starts low — 7'/2®/o in some platis and then 
rises after some set period such as 6 years. 

Most experts feel that seniors are better 
off selling with a leaseback and a tio-retit 
raise plus no-evictioti clause, theti buying an 
atmuity with the cash, hi any case, tax com¬ 
plications are ktiotty and the investmetit im-' 
plications may be the same, so it seems vital 
to run these past good tax, legal and itivest- 
ment advice before taking the step towards 
what could be a good deal for sotiie and not 
so good for others.

Using the 
above figures with a me¬ 
dian 8% raise, a very 
simple formula shows 
the following: average 
salary of $24,000 x an 
8% raise, equals $1920 
times 16 employees, 
equals a total of $30,720, 
divided by the popula¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre 
(10,762 residents), equals 
a cost per year, per res¬ 
ident of $2.85. That, to 
me, is a small price to 
pay for the police pro¬ 
tection we enjoy. If the 
residents of this city real¬ 
ly get behind their po¬ 
lice department and sup- 

realize the same level of 
service could not be 
maintained with the 
drastic cut in city in¬ 
come. 

1 guess it is human 
nature to feel our piece 
of “the pie” should be 
larger. In the past few 
years, since 1 have been 
on Parks and Recreation 
Commission, we have 
presented what we 
thought were “bare 
bones” budgets, only to 
have them cut by a 
Council that is trying to 
keep us in the black. 

Sierra Madre citizens 
have been particularly 
responsive to needs of 
the city in volunteering 
to fill voids not covered 
by city funding.

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History of Juvenile Justice 
System shows expansion

A IJisinci Aiiorney stall member commended 
people at all levels of the system for their com- 
pcicncc and dedication in difficult circumstances, 
but fell that a breakthrough in the structure is need¬ 
ed. Me believes the system neither rehabilitates the 
juvenile nor protects the community. 

“The system is schizophrenic. If it were a per¬ 
son. we’d hospitalize it," I rank Jameson Jr.. Youth 
Services coordinator of the Pasadena Police De¬ 
partment, has said. 

The system is “|j)psy-lurvy," according to a 
probation official. Ihc worst kids get the most re¬ 
sources. Wlicn they arc just starling out and could 
really be helped, we ignore them. We used to be 
able to provide in-home supervision at the request 
of Ihc parents. Ihis was a type of early interven¬ 
tion which helped the family to work together bel¬ 
ter. Ihis program was the victim of budget cuts. 

One of ihe major strengths of the system is the 
ability to put sanctions on the youth and family. 
Ihc weakness is that an under-funded system can 
make the court order ineffective. It is impossible 
to effectively track 150 youngsters — the normal 
caseload of the probation officer. 

Ihe major weaknesses, according to a judge, 
arc that abused children are rclca.scd to their abusers 
and juvenile offenders arc released back into un¬ 
supervised homes. Without follow-up therapy and/ 
or family counseling. Ihe recidivism rate is high. 

As far back as 1876, California was treating 
juveniles dillerenlly than adults. The philosophy of 
Ihc juvenile court has been treatment, not punish¬ 
ment. In 1903, when California legislature estab- 
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lished the juvenile court, the law was based on this 
benevolent and paternalistic philosophy. The state 
has a "parens patriae” role in preserving and 
promoting the welfare of the child. 

The state stands as custodian to the child and as 
such the state is not thought to be depriving the 
child of his liberty but merely caring for him. 
Therefore, the rights guaranteed to an adult offend¬ 
er whose liberty is at stake are considered in¬ 
applicable. Here lies the basic tension inherent in 
the juvenile justice system. If the state stands as 
parent rather than jailer, it does not need to 
guarantee the child the same rights as an adult, 
but if the child is treated according to adult 
criminal justice standards and procedures, he must 
be accorded the same protections guaranteed to 
adult offenders. 

Since 1967, the Supreme Court has expanded 
the constitutional rights of the juvenile court while 
attempting to acknowledge and maintain the fun¬ 
damental difference between a juvenile proceeding 
and an adult criminal trial. 

The right to jury trial and right to bail are 
the only due process rights not dealt with by 
Supreme Court decisions. Some stales provide for 
jury trial in juvenile court. California has no such 
provision. The CYA (California Youth Authority) 
opposes jury trials for juvenile court proceedings, 
as well as right to bail. 

In L.A. County there are 56 juvenile courts: 
30 delinquency courts which in 1984 heard 26,000 
cases; 15 dependency courts which in 1984 heard 
14,612 cases; 11 juvenile traffic courts. 

Judges receive no specific training prior to 
assignment to juvenile court. 

A commissioner has noted that legislation has 
not kept up with the fact that children have 
changed over the last 10 years. They seem to have 
a gross lack of concern for consequences, don’t 
understand how they go to court and can t seem 
to realize that what they have done is wrong.

‘Beauty and chann’ 
describe Antarctic 


Barney and Shirley 
Barnard are sharing 
some of their experiences 
exploring the Antarctic 
with News readers. Ed. 

To describe the beau¬ 
ty, charm and desolation 
of the Antarctic, is vir- 
iiially impossible even 
with still plioiograplts 
and sound motion pic¬ 
tures. It is equally dif¬ 
ficult to describe the 
thrill of making landings 
where there is no record 
t)f man haviitg ever been 
before. 

While in a Zodiac, 
aboiii to make tme of 
onr 25 landings, wc 
sighted five killer whales 
nearby (dorsal, fin and 
all). The guide operating 
the outboard on the Z.o- 
diac slopped the engine 
and raised the propeller. 
Three of the whales dove 
directly under the boat. 
Even though they did not 
atiaek, had they sin faeed 
under the boat, any one 
of them eotild have cap¬ 
sized ns. Although the 
boat would slay afioai, 
ihe water lemperaiure of 
25 °F would require only 
a few minutes of immer¬ 
sion before hypothermia 
stalled. As ihe whales 
dcparied, we resiaried 
ihe engine to eoniimie 
lotrking aboui.

This is certainly paralleled in the vocabulary 
of the inmates I have seen over the years. ”I 
was violated” doesn’t mean what you might think it 
to mean, but “1 violated the conditions of my 
parole.” The term "I caught a robbery” doesn^’t 
mean “I wuz robbed,” but “1 got caught doing the 
robbery.” but in each case (I) ”1” is seen to be some¬ 
thing passive that things happen to. Various people 
in the field believe that the population has changed to 
become more violent and alienated while the whole 
system has lagged behind and is now antiquated 
and underfunded. 

The juvenile court system was not designed to 
handle the type of offender currently being 
handed: murderers, rapists — instead of run¬ 
aways, truants. 

A member of the CYA has said the programs 
are 20 years behind the times. The emphasis of the 
system has changed from rehabilitation to protect¬ 
ion of society. The L.A. County Probation Dept., 
which has responsibility for the supervision of both 
adult and juvenile offenders, has changed its depart¬ 
mental mission statement to reflect its new direc¬ 
tion towards more sanctions. 

On every level, the need for cooperation and 
coordination was noted, particularly in view of the 
limited resources. The problem of coordinating the 

■ various agencies of the juvenile justice system is very 
complex because of the immensity of the system.
